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SEDUCTION  IN  EDINBURGH. 


Five  and  twenty  years  ago  an  Edinburgh  Surgeon,  writing 
on  the  subject  of  seduction  in  this  city,  makes  the  three 
following  extraordinary  statements  r — - 

I.  Eighty  per  cent  of  all  who  have  been  seduced,  have 
been  led  astray  by  individuals  moving  in  a higher  sphere 
than  themselves. 

II.  When  servants  are  seduced  in  town,  it  is  generally  by 
the  students  attending  the  University. 

III.  Soldiers  are  more  frequently  guilty  of  the  crime  of 
seduction  than  any  other  class  of  the  community.  It  is 
difficult  to  say  whether  the  officer  or  the  private  is  most 
deserving  of  censure.

Now,  reading  these,  it  appears  to  me  pretty  certain  either 
that  Mr  Tait’s  statistics  must  have  been  fardty,  or  his  deduc- 
tions loosely  and  carelessly  arrived  at,  or  the  whole  is  just 
so  much  sensational  writing,  or  matters  have  changed  very 
much  since  his  time.  That  such  statements  or  assertions 
will  not  hold  good  now  a-day,  I believe  I am  in  a position 
to  prove,  by  statistics  collected  from  the  books  of  the  Royal 
Maternity  Hospital,  and  I print  them,  knowing  that  it  is 
now  commonly  accepted  that  to  the  educated  classes  (espe- 
cially officers  and  students)  we  must  look  for  by  far  the

larger  proportion  of  seducers,  and  that  private  soldiers  are 
also  much  concerned  in  seduction. 

The  tables  I have  drawn  up  need  little  explanation  and  no 
comment,  they  simply  give  a few  particulars  respecting  3G4 
unmarried  young  women,  who  during  the  past  three  years 
were  delivered  of  their  first  child  in  the  Hospital. 

Table  A gives  the  occupation  of  the  father  of  the  young 
woman  in  each  case,  shewing  the  social  position  to  which 
she  belongs,  and  the  occupation  of  her  seducer. 

Table  B gives  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  trades  or  profes- 
sions of  the  seducers,  and  the  number  of  each. 

To  these  I have  added  Table  C,  showing  the  age  at  which 
the  confinement  took  place,  not  that  this  has  much  to  do 
with  the  question  at  issue,  but  that  it  may  perhaps  possess 
some  general  interest. 

As  these  particulars  are  all  drawn  from  the  statements  of 
the  young  women  themselves,  the  evidence  they  bring 
against  the  working  classes,  as  the  chief  agents  in  seduction, 
is  more  than  fair,  as  it  is  naturally  to  the  mother’s  interest 
to  affiliate  her  child  to  a rich  rather  than  to  a poor  man ; 
indeed,  it  might  be  said,  that  the  few  cases  put  down  to 
gentlemen  and  professional  men,  are  for  this  reason  in  excess 
of  what  is  actually  the  truth. 

The  large  proportion  the  building  trades  bear  to  the 
whole  cannot  escape  observation,  and  that  the  number  in 
one  of  these  trades  only  shoidd  more  than  double  the  num- 
ber ascribed  to  private  soldiers,  is  certainly  very  remarkable. 

That  the  only  student  on  this  black  list  should  be  a 
veterinary  student,  is  certainly  very  creditable  to  the  gen- 
tlemen attending  the  University.  It  is  gratifying  also  to 
see  that  much  maligned  class,  military  officers,  only  repre- 
sented by  one. 

I may  mention  that  in  these  364  cases,  97  of  the  young 


women  were  orphans  at  the  time  of  confinement,  87  had  lost 
fathers  only,  66  had  lost  mothers  only,  13  could  give  no 
account,  and  in  the  remaining  101  both  parents  were  living. 

From  the  materials  in  Table  A it  would  have  been  easy 
to  have  drawn  up  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  occupations  of 
the  lathers — any  one  interested  in  the  matter  can  do  so  for 
himself.  Here  the  farmers,  labourers,  and  shoemakers,  occur 
in  greatest  numbers.  Why  shoemakers  should  be  thus  more 
unfortunate  in  their  children  than  other  mechanics,  it  is 
impossible  to  say.  Labourers,  again,  represent  so  large  a 
class,  that  their  figuring  pretty  often  both  as  the  wronger 
and  the  wronged,  is  not  surprising.  But  in  the  matter  of 
the  farmers  it  is  certainly  singular  that,  whereas  only  3 
appear  as  seducers,  28  or  1-1 3th  of  the  whole  number  of 
the  seduced  were  daughters  of  farmers.  Indeed,  look  at 
these  tables  from  what  side  you  will,  the  deductions  are 
the  same,  viz. : — 

I.  That  a very  trifling  per  cent  of  the  seduced  have  been 
led  astray  by  men  moving  in  a higher  sphere  than  them- 
selves ; that  as  a rule,  the  seducers  in  each  grade  of  the 
community  are  to  be  found  within  that  grade ; and  that  it 
is  quite  as  much  the  exception  for  a gentleman  to  seduce  the 
daughter  of  a working  man,  as  it  is  for  a private  soldier  to 
seduce  the  daughter  of  a minister,  or  for  the  child  of  a phy- 
sician to  be  led  astray  by  a policeman. 

II.  That  young  women,  whether  servants  or  otherwise,  are 
rarely,  if  ever,  seduced  by  students  attending  the  University. 

III.  That  soldiers  are  certainly  not  more  guilty  of  the 
crime  of  seduction  than  other  classes  of  the  community.
